A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 16,18,25-29,43,44,52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Matsumoto '203, of record. 
The previous rejection applies. 

Claims 16-18,25-29,43,44,52,53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Matsumoto '203 in view of Bojarczuk '185. 
The previous rejection still applies. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/9/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Contrary to applicant's arguments Matsumoto clearly has different "color 
centers" as the fluorescent ions or "color centers" do not all occupy the same point in 
space. There is more than one atom of fluorescent ion in the substrjate of Matsumoto. 
The atoms do not occupy the same space. Therefore there are a plurality of different 
color centers in Matsumoto. There are no specific recitations of "color center" structure 
in the claims which would in any way structurally distinguish over Matsumoto. 
Furthermore Matsumoto states a plurality of colors are re-emitted. Therefore there are 
different fiuorescent ions in the substrate and accordingly different "color centers". 

Matsumoto also shows a "controllable active layer" as the voltage applied to the 
active determines emission and therefore "controls" the active layer emission. 
Moreover, Bojarczuk also teaches active layer control (figure 8) and with '203 suggests 
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the claimed structure. Applicant argues that his "color centers" are different than the 
applied art suggestions. First, there are no specifically claimed "color center" structures 
which would distinguish over the "color centers" of the applied art. There is no more 
structure to applicant's "color centers" than the two words "color center". This is broad 
language and does not distinguish over a plurality of Individual fluorescent ions in 
Matsumoto considered or labeled as "color center".
